Wood which will successfully re 
sist these insect ]>ests must be thor 
oughly charged with some powerful 
chemical, ls>th poisonous and noil 
evaporable. 
A solution of corrosive 
sublimate, chloride of zinc, arsenic 
or antimony would seem to meet the 
the want. 
But how to force these 
into the fibers until the latter are 
saturated, and to do so at a merely 
fractional cost of the wood itself, is 
the problem that confronts the in 
ventor. 
The American genius is s< 
prolific in invention and discovery 
that I feel assured the problem will 
be satisfactorily solved lie fore tin 
end of this decade.—Puget Sound 
Lumberman.
